THAT HAVE COME TRUE 


There is one very important face left out of our story on the elec- 
tions (pp. 36-36F). That is the face below: Pat Brown, outstand- 
ing victor in the Democratic landslide, who routed Bill Knowland 
in California's gubernatorial race by over a million votes. Brown 
wasn't omitted by oversight. It’s just that 
we covered his triumph some time ago and 
now with so much else to tell about didn’t 
feel we had to do it the same way again. 
The story that told of Pat Brown’s tri- 
umph—or, rather, predicted it—was “The 
Face That Shook up the Country” (LIFE, 
June 16), which described his big victory 
in the primaries. An accompanying article 
called “Republican Disintegration All Over 
the Country” went on to anticipate the elec- 
tion. Re-reading it now in light of the re- 
sults, we feel highly pleased with all the limbs we went out on. 
“In other years,” the article said, "Republicans might take com- 
fort in the fact that politics in California is seldom like politics 
anywhere else. But this year, looking around the country, they 
see the same havoc everywhere’ —in the election the havoc hap- 
pened just as the article predicted. “Democratic governors,” it 
said, ‘are odds-on favorites for re ction in lowa and Kansas.”” 
They both won. "Wisconsin may be getting ready to elect a Demo- 
cratic governor as well as to re-elect its Democratic Senator.” It 
‘In New Jersey the Democrats will pick up a minimum of three 
congressional seats.” They picked up exactly three. The article 
even suggested that in traditionally Republican lowa the Demo- 
crats “might carry the lower house” of the legislature. They didn’t 
make it by only five seats and these are still subject to recount. 
The article missed a couple, of course. For instance, it wound up 
reporting that Republicans felt all right about Utah, quoting an 
expert as saying, “At least we haven't had any bad reports from 
there—recently.” Well, the most recent report from Utah is that 
the G.O.P. lost the Senate and one of its two seats in the House. 
The author of this prophetic article was TIME-LIFE Bureau 
Chief James McConaughy, since killed in a tragic air crash (LIFE, 
July 7). Now, going back over his last piece, we realize again 
how great a loss political reporting sustained in Jim's passing.

EDITORIAL 


THE G.0.P. WASN'T PUSHED—IT JUMPED 


ROCKEFELLER’S WIN IS A LAST WARNING. AGAINST DULL CANDIDATES AND NO LEADERSHIP 


The election of 1958 was one of the major political landslides 
of this century, No amount of hopeful talk about how Nel- 
son Rockefeller’s smile (see opposite page) can expand na- 
tionally by 1960 can obscure the fact that the Republican 
party in November 1958 has the battered appearance of a man 
who just fell out of a window. As in most such cases the big 
question is whether he jumped or was pushed. It is, as it hap- 
pens, a very important question, involving the fate of this coun- 
try’s two-party syste 

At first glance the “pushed” school of thought seems to have 
the most persuasive arguments. There is, as the Gallup poll as- 
sures us, an old image of the Democéat as an average friendly 
working stiff, a corresponding image of the Republican as an 
aloof character who wears a pearl-gray Homburg and has a 
broker. These aging stereotypes may not fit any more, but peo- 
ple tend to recall them on election day—especially if recession 
is still in the air. The voters, also, have been upset by the 
abrupt alternations of complacency and crisis in U.S. foreign 
policy. Sherman Adams's thin vicufia coat—so the argument 
continues—may not have been a patch on the Truman admin- 
istration’s mink, but it is a more recent model. 

Finally, the “pushed” school says, 1958 was a nonpresiden- 
tial year. The normal tendency to vote against the party in 
power at such times was sharpened by the factors noted above, 
plus a general feeling of uneasiness about the nation’s leader- 
ship. It was pressed home by smooth-working Democratic cam- 
paign tactics, which took advantage of both local grievances 
and national objects of criticism like Ezra Taft Benson, John 
Foster Dulles and the missile “lag.” 

This argument has enough truth in it to account for a party’s 
taking a severe fall at the polls, But it does not account for the 
seven-story drop suffered by the G.O.P. No, the patient was 
not pushed. Strange a ry sound, he seems to have jumped. 

The causes for this suicide attempt showed themselves dur- 
ing the campaign. It was a curious campaign—for all its deci- 
siveness an extraordinarily quiet one. Yet despite the absence 
of noise the electorate voted with much care. In its vote it 
showed an acute appreciation of what the Republicans generally 
refused to provide: lively, hard-working candidates, a positive 
approach to politics, and an active national political leadership. 


First and foremost this was a candidate’s election. Despite 
all the last-minute G.O.P. warnings about “radicals” there 
was not much of a left versus right issue in the minds of 
most voters. Most of the successful Democratic candidates, 
like most of the winning Republicans, were best described as 
middle-of-the-road. 

In state after state, in this candidate’s election, the Demo- 
crats fielded better candidates and gave them long-building 
grass-roots support. In state after state the Republicans showed 
a tendency to put up dull and routine candidates, whose sense 
of modern political problems was about as lively as the moose 
heads on the walls of their clubs. Some, like the disastrously 
ambitious Senator Knowland, even displayed an unerring talent 
for arousing the voters’ sense of melodrama, in the wrong di- 
rection. Columnist Joseph Alsop summed up the problem ac- 
curately, if a little hyperbolically, when he wrote, “You cannot 
expect to win many races if almost all your entries are spavined, 
stringhalted or afflicted with glanders.” 

The big losers were almost always Old Guard Republicans— 
men like Ohio’s Bricker, Nevada’s Malone and former Senator 
Jenner’s hand-picked Indiana substitute, Harold Handley. Their 
consistent repudiation should show the Republican survivors 
that issues like “deep-freezes,” “soft-on-Communism” and the 


perils of Democratic “socialism” are no longer the valid vote- 
getters they once were. 

The only new issue which the mortician’s wing of the G.O.P. 
did uncover was the unfortunate right-to-work law. It was the 
one issue capable of mobilizing the waning political strength of 
organized labor. It did the Republicans great damage. 

But it does not follow that either “labor votes” or the 
“trend” were automatically fatal to the Republicans. The fact is 
that strong and appealing Republican candidates generally won. 
Everything in the book—trends, labor, recession et al,—was 
working against Nelson Rockefeller in New York. All that, plus 
Old Guard opposition in his own party. was working against 
Mark Hatfield, Oregon's new 36-year-old governor-elect. But they 
worked hard and long, they had something to say and they won. 
Michigan's Gerald R. Ford, for example, one of the brighter men 
in the House and a year-round campaigner, held his seat by a 
smashing 64% of the vote against concentrated A.F.L. 
opposition—and in a district notably hard hit by the re 

Almost all these winners were modern Republicans, but they 
were forced to run and win as individual local candidates, Some 
of them actively dissociated themselves from the national lead- 
ership. None of them was supported by a strong national image 
of the modern Republicanism they were advocating. 

That image was absent because the White House gave it 
neither form nor content. This failure of the national leader- 
ship was all the more crippling because the President's peculiar 
talent for reassuring statement has long given so many Republi- 
cans a false sense of security. If nothing else, 1958 should con- 
ince the G.O.P. leaders that the name Eisenhower is not some 
kind of sacramental rabbit's foot. 


In 1952 the President set himself a Herculean task: to remake 

the party in his own image. After 1956, with the job barely half 
done, he stopped working at it. Outside of Vice President Nixon, 
the Republican leadership has done little, if anything, to replace 
the Old Guard stereotype with a new image of a national party 
pledged both to private enterprise and the public welfare. 
The long history of White House lack of disinterest in lo- 
1 G.O.P. politics showed up constantly in the disunity of 
this Republican campaign. When a young Democrat reports 
to the clubhouse in most states, he is apt to find himself a 
welcome part of one energetic team. The day after a young 
Republican shows up, he finds himself choosing sides in a murky 
factional battle. 

‘The victories of men like Rockefeller, Hatfield, Ford and Penn- 
sylvania’s Hugh Scott showed that the Republicans need not 
resign themselves to the role of a disunited minority party. The 
wreckage of the other Republican campaigns is equally firm 
evidence that they had better scrap the false optimism and the 
“know-it-all” complacency still ingrained in their leadership. 

‘There are plenty of issues impending which it is the duty and 
the opportunity of a party in the White House to present to the 
U.S. public. On each of them—the gigantic problem of city re- 
development, the crisis of responsibility between federal and 
local governments, the conquest of space, the further devel- 
opment of nuclear energy, a constructive foreign policy that 
goes beyond mutual defense pacts—there is a Republican posi- 
tion which can and should be dramatized for the U.S. public. 
If it presents these issues well, the party in the White House 
has a chance to regain heavy popular support. But it can make 
this support pay off in votes only if it sees the lofty issues and 
the local precinct worker as equally important parts of a work- 
ing, living political organism. 

The Republican party has two years in which to do this.

—their mouths opening and closing like those of new-landed fish, 
their faces pale and indrawn, their eyes rolling aimlessly in the sock- 
ets.

Each told much the same, mourn- 
ful story.

This came as no surprise to Dr. Wil- 
fred Lester, a London psychiatrist 
present, who jestingly reminded the 
questioners that they were “descend- 
ed from Eve” and thus, he explained, 
more susceptible to guilt than men. 

To many, the obstacles that afflict 
the would-be abstainer were fearful. 
Miss Laura Chamberlain, a probation 
officer, said she had stopped smoking 
more than once. “Sometimes I have 
given so much time to the question 
of whether I should smoke or not, that 
in desperation I have taken a cigaret 
so as to take my mind off the problem 
and concentrate on my work.” 

Mrs. Rita Torney, a housewife with 
a cigaret consumption of 40 a day, 
put part of the blame on troubles and 
worries: You sit up till late at night 
discussing them, and smoking all the 
time.” “I start eating so much if I give up,” cried one poor woman, “and 
then I get so fat.”

Then, the meeting over, they glanced at their watches and moved hope- 
fully toward the front door—beyond which lay Ryde’s cheery bars 
and smoke-filled nightclubs. But Mr. Little, no friend to delinquency, 
barred the way. “T fear that the door of Garfield House is always locked 
at 11 p.m.,” he intoned, “so you cannot go out because there would 
be nobody to let you in again.”

Blanching at this assault on a re+ 
vered national hero, the more nerv- 
ous members of the audience reached 
instinctively into purses and pockets 
for a smoke, recalled abruptly their 
surroundings, and began to suck ea- 
gerly on large yellow mints, which were 
being passed around in a glass dish. 

Respiration quickened, the stench 
of peppermint filled the room and the 
presidential diatribe continued. ‘To- 
bacco is a drug,” he said, but it is 
never so represented. “The drugged, 
poisoned addict lives in a state of in- 
termittent intoxication.” 

The president was followed by the 
kindly chest specialist, Dr. Norman 
MacDonald.

“When you want a cigaret, switch your attention to something 
else,” Dr. MacDonald had advised the patients—and mealtimes at 
Garfield House provided just the sort of switch the patients needed, 
It was the intervals between meals and sessions that tested them most.

On 
the riverbanks at Kostroma stands one of the 
Volga’s great landmarks, the Ipatev monas- 
tery. Surrendered now to the state, Ipatev 
serves only to house a state monuments com- 
mission and to furnish the setting for such his- 
toric reminders as the church opposite which 
was moved to escape the waters rising behind 
a new dam.

Long before it became Rus- 
sian, by act of Ivan the Terrible in the 16th 
Century, it served the Tatar khans. Once it 
stood about seven miles upstream, but was re- 
built on its present site after the Mor 
erlane razed the original city in 139

terland to Astrakhan’s miles of wharves come 
great cargoes of timber, metals, grain and 
manufactured goods.

Mysterious Stomach 


MUCH-MALIGNED ORGAN IS ACTUALLY TOUGH AND TRUSTWORTHY 


UST inside the left rib cage of the hu- 

man body, about one inch east of the 
solar plexus, lies a writhing, open-ended 
pink sac, one of the strangest and least un- 
derstood parts of the anatomy. It is perhaps 
the most familiar of all the internal organs, 
since it sharply reminds its owner of its pres- 
ence at precise intervals during the day. 
But few people could locate it with accuracy 
and even doctors have some trouble deserib- 
ing it. It is large at some times, small at 
others, occasionally distended, sometimes 
limp—a curious combination of the reliable 
and the unpredictable. 

This odd organ is the stomach, an ob- 
ject of serious concern at one time or an- 
other to most of its possessors and an in- 
creasingly fascinating target for scrutiny by 
a growing body of medical specialists known 
as gastroenterologis' 

Last spring almost 2,000 of these experts 
met in Washington, D.C. at the World Con- 
gress of Gastroenterology in a major interna- 
tional effort to clear up some of the mysteries 
surrounding the stomach, its functions and 
its illnesses. 

To the layman the stomach is an accident- 
prone, allergy-ridden, acid-haunted trouble- 
maker, and it is blamed for almost everything 
that goes wrong inside the owner’s body. 
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It appears to be subject to a discouraging 
variety of unpleasant malfunctions and sen- 
sations: nausea, gastritis, food poisoning, 
ulcers, overeating, heartburn and just plain 
indige: 


n. In some people it capriciously 
ed which is welcomed by other 
stomachs. In many people it cus- 
y acts up for no apparent reason 


whatever. 
But most doctors disagree with this lay 
view. Far from being an uneasy and un- 


reliable source of anguish, they say, the 
stomach is really exceptionally tough, trust- 
worthy and hard-working. It rarely causes 
serious trouble, and then only if gros 
abused. It will accept without complaint vir- 
tually anything its owner passes along to it 
that is not actually poisonous. It is almost 
impervious to damage and is, all in all, a 
most dependable companion. 


The role of the emotions 


T= specialists do not deny that humans 
often suffer pains in their stomachs. But 
a growing number of doctors believe that 
emotional stress plays at least as great a 
role in digestive ailments as purely organic 
causes do. There is still wide disagreement 
over the precise extent of this role, Some 


highly respected doctors say the effect of 
the emotions on digestive upsets is minor. 
Others say the stomach itself is almost free 
from trouble; the blame, they claim, is large- 
ly with the brain. 

A striking example of brain trouble in the 
stomach, in the opinion of these latter ex- 
perts, is the so-called indigestible delicacy, 
the “rich” food that one member of every 
crowd has to turn down “because it doesn’t 
like me.” 

One person cannot eat gumbo without 
nausea, another cannot eat lobster without 
excruciating heartburn. Every good food 
“disagrees” with somebody. The new theory 
is that this disagreement is far more often 
mental than physical. 

Supporters of this doctrine cite an experi- 
ment conducted by Dr. Stewart Wolf, head 
of the Department of Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma medical school and a 
leading exponent of the mind-over-matter 
theory of the stomach’s ills. The experiment 
involved a 52-year-old woman who had been 
suffering for 30 years because milk made her 
sick. She got sick even when she ate cake 
that had been made with milk. When her 
friends tried to fool her by pretending that 
their pastries were milkless, she would eat a 
piece and come up with a sick headache.

Doctors have also been coming in recent 
times to a number of other surprising di 
coveries about the stomach: 
> Its purpose. which most laymen would 
describe without any hesitation, is actually 
something of a mystery to doctors. The or- 
gan has surprisingly little to do with di- 
gestion. Indeed, some people get along with 
practically no stomachs at all. 
> Present in this astonishing organ is an 
acid so corrosive that it would blister your 
palm in an instant. Also present is a pro- 
tective substance so effective that virtual- 
ly nothing can penetrate to the stomach 
walls—including the acid. 


> One person’s stomach will react to a giv- 
en kind of trouble by churning up a storm. 
Another's will do exactly the opposite: it 
will respond to the same stimulus by going 
completely limp. 

> There is evidence that people with ulcers 
can safely eat practically any food as long 
as they eat it often enough. 

Perhaps the most illuminating finding of 
modern medical experimenters is that the 
normal undiseased stomach is impartial to 
foods. That is, it processes without difficul- 
ty any material which is, a) commonly cl 
edible, b) not extremely hot, cold 
or corrosively spiced and c) not eaten un- 
der emotional circumstances so_ pre: 
that the diner’s anxiety 
tive nerves and muscles.

The man 
with the butterflies in his stom- 
ach, on the other hand, is more 
frightened than angry. and his 
stomach lies still and pale, nau- 
seated and in abject surrender. 
In some people the same emo- 
tions may produce opposite phys- 
ical reactions: anger causes nau- 
sea, fear causes violent churning. 

The stomach is often unjust- 
ly blamed for the derelictions 
of other organs. In heart trou- 
ble the misplaced blame can be 
catastrophic. People have died 
because angina pectoris was mis- 
taken for indigestion, or cor- 
onary thrombosis for a severe 
stomach upset. A malfunction- 
ing liver, pancreas, gall bladder 
or kidney may send out danger 
signals which only a doctor can 
distinguish from stomach trou- 
ble. In such cases the pain the 
sufferer feels may actually occur 
in the region of the stomach— 
telegraphed there by the nerves 
—although the trouble is elsewhere. The same 
difficulty sometimes occurs in cancer, appendi- 
citis, hernia, polio, pneumonia, mumps, spinal 
tumors and tuberculosis of the bone. 

In these cases self-diagnosis and self-treatment 
may be dangerous. Instead of drinking milk to 
give the stomach a rest,” the sufferer should be 
at the doctor's. On the other hand, if the upset is 
the more common, psychic kind which leads to 
overproduction of stomach acids, the milk cure 
often works—because it both neutralizes the acid 
and appeases the mind. 

Naturally, not even the most ardent advocate 
of the mind-over-matter, or psychosomatic, con- 
cept of digestive trouble would insist that all stom- 
ach distress is emotional. A person can be made 
highly uncomfortable, for example, by extreme 
overeating, in which the mind's only role is in 
overestimating the capacity of the stomach. The 
discomfort is caused simply by the stretching of 
the stomach’s muscles to aceom- 
modate the unaccustomed quan- 
tity of food. 

Other digestive upsets often 
stem from the body's effort to 
itself of some kind ofspoison, 
virus or bacteria. Perhaps the 
best-known example of this is t 
illness we commonly call “flu 
The diarrhea and vomiting which 
accompany this ailment are part 
of a reflex action set off when vi- 
rus gets into the intestinal walls. 
The body automatically tries to 
throw off the infected material. 
The same is true of food poison- 
ing: the body reacts violently— 
and often painfully—to rid it- 
self of the infectious matter as 
quickly as possible. 

Since it is the intesti 
does most of the reacting (and 
hurting) in the case of food poi- 
soning and virus illnesses, these 
sicknesses should not really be 
blamed on the stomach at all. 
But people who expect the worst 
of their stomachs are very free 
with their criticism. They tend 
to diagnose as stomach trouble pol 
any discomfort that is located

Stated in simplest terms, the 
stomach is a shapeless bulge in 
the digestive tract, opening at its 
upper end into a vertical tube 
called the gullet, or esophagus, 
and at its lower end into the small 
intestine. Contrary to popular 
belief, it is not situated behind 
the soft facade of the belly but 
is mainly behind the lower ribs, 
slightly to the left of center. The 
stomach is one of the most flex- 
ible and restless objects on earth. 
Because it is ouslenilyccbeng, 
ing its form, it cannot be meas- 
ured exactly, When empty, the 
stomach hangs from the gullet 
as limply as a deflated balloon 


inches from top to bottom. When 
everything is happy and there is 
food to be digested, it contracts 
into a shape roughly resembling 
an outsized kidney bean, At such 
times it may measure only eight 
inches from top to bottom and

Its capacity varies greatly. Depending on hered- 
ity and eating habits, the average stomach may 
hold from one to three quarts of food and drink, 
though the stomachs of some chronic overeaters 
are said to be capable of aceommodating as much 
as six quarts, having heen stretched by years of 
gourmandizing. 

The walls of this open-ended sac are thick and 
resilient and consist of several layers. The inner- 
most is a soft, slick mucous membrane of many 
creases and folds, richly supplied with blood ves- 
sels, nerve fibers and glands which secrete gastric 
juice. Wrapped around this membrane are three 
sets of muscle which, in response to the com- 
mands of the central nervous system, cause the 
stomach’s characteristic milking, kneading mo- 
tion. Outside the muscles is a protective sheath 
called peritoneum, which is like tough cellophane. 

‘The full purpose of this elaborate arrangement 
is not known. The stomach is just 
one stop in an elaborate digestive 
process by which food is broken 
down so that it ean be absorbed 
by the body as nutrition. Doctors 
are still trying to find out just 
how important the stomach is in 
this process. Judging by what is 
already known about its func- 
tions, it seems to do much less di- 
gestive work than the intestines. 

When food enters the human 
system it is first lubricated with 
saliva and ground by the teeth 
into small pieces. After it is swal- 
lowed, it moves down the gullet 
and is conyeyed to the stomach 
by wavelike muscular contrac- 
tions known as peristalsis. ‘The 
9- or 10-inch journey down the 
gullet takes between four and 
eight seconds. 

The food is now at the up- 
per opening of the stomach, an 
entryway that opens or closes 
under the grip of a surround- 
ing muscle. Before the meal’s 
first mouthful has reached this 
point in its travels, and even 
before the food has so much 
as been placed on the table, the

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stomach has usually begun to writhe expectantly and secrete juice. 

These activities are touched off by the nervous system after the 
brain has been excited by the sight, smell or even the thought of 
food. Whether or not food is on the way, the stomach contracts 
every three or four hours in an involuntary cycle, causing the 
sensation known as hunger pangs. (A stomach that is excited by 
strong emotion may become too active—and hence red and swol- 
len—producing the sharp pain which we commonly associate 
with gastritis.) 

The most remarkable thing about the stomach is its juice, the 
principal constituent of which is a hydrochloric acid powerful 
enough to cause a second-degree burn. When bathed in this cor- 
rosive fluid and crushed by peristalsis, the toughest meat soon 
loses its individuality and ‘becomes part of a gray mush called 
chyme. Enzymes contained in the gastric juice help the chemical 
breakdown. 

The best-known enzyme is pepsin, which helps the acid break 
down meat and other proteins. Another is rennin, which works 
on milk and is so potent that it can curdle an amount 500,000 
times its own weight. A third is lipase, which is thought to have 
some preliminary effect on fats. There probably are several more 
enzymes, minerals and hormones which aid in the nutritional 
process. The scientific search for them is unremitting: until they 
are identified and understood, our knowledge of digestion and 
nutrition will remain limited. 


The indigestible stomach 


OW does the stomach manage to avoid being digested by its own 
secretions? The answer seems to be a marvelously resistant 
mucus which covers the stomach lining, fending off the hydro- 
chloric acid. This mucus is the refutation of all theories about 
irritating foods.” Nothing that we swallow at a meal is nearly so 
irritating as the acid which is present in our stomachs to begin 
with. The mucus provides as stout an armor against “irritating 
as it does against gastric juice. 
A series of experiments conducted at Cornell Medical College 
by Drs. Stewart Wolf and Harold G. Wolff indicated that mustard

Among these were aspirin, digitalis, ipecac, quinine, 
fankfurters, cabbage, chili, curry, pickles, vinegar, anchovy paste, 
ppered herring and rhubarb. Nuts, bolts and screws were not 
sted but might just as well have been, Small children and psy- 
hotics are forever swallowing such foreign objects without no- 
iceable damage to their stomachs. 

‘Traditional superstitions about “digestibility” are exploded by 
the length of time required for the conversion of food to chyme. 
Heafy vegetables, though extolled in old wives’ tales as the health- 
i¢st of foods, stubbornly resist the stomach’s kneading, acid and 
enzymes. Recognizable bits of spinach can be found in the stomach 
4 hours after everything else has been broken down. For various 
pasons meat actually offers the stomach—and indeed the entire 
igestive system—far less resistance. 

The average dinner leaves the average stomach in about four 
jours, although the time varies greatly, depending on the nature 
f the food and the emotional state of the eate1 
If the meal is mostly protein, the stomach disposes of its con- 
tents much more quickly than otherwise. Red meat accelerates the 
huscular action of the stomach and the flow of gastric juice. TI 
nay be such violent activity in the sac that drops of gast 
ill be sprayed back into the gullet, causing the sensation d 
Is hastens: The sufferer may call it indigestion, but it is actually 
loser to overdigestion. If he should now belch, he will become still 
Mhore conyinced that something has upset his stomach, although

The emotions and digestion 


D* Wolf and others who hold that the mind plays a major role in 
the activity of the stomach believe that violent muscular ac- 
livity also results if the diner is excited or angry. If, instead of 
Leing keyed up, the diner is depressed or apprehensive, his stomach 
may become underactive. It takes him much longer than normal to 
dispose of a meal, particularly if it contains large quantities of fat. 
Given too much despair or too much fat, any stomach is likely to 
xo on strike altogether. For reasons that remain obscure, the sac 
goes limp, as if it were empty, but the sufferer has a stuffed feelin 
He begins perspiring, salivating, swallowing hard and wishing he 
were somewhere else, In due course, a series of nerve reflexes 
causes the stomach to reject its contents by vomiting. Besides 
being induced by fear, this phenomenon may result from such 
causes as eating too much rich food, seasickness or the sudden 
eonsumption of too much salt, 

| Despite its complex role in the digestive process, research- 
ers still are not sure just how important the stomach is. Some 
people manage to get along virtually without one. Under careful

Curiously, although these people lack stomachs, their experi 
ences have helped cast light on the stomach’s significance in the 
body’s nutritional setup. They must be 
fed frequently in small amounts to limit 
the quantity of food passed into the in- 
testines at any one time, a protective 
function usually performed by the stom- 
ach. Although they must eat more than 
other people, they lose weight because 
their food is not assimilated as efficient- 
ly by the body, an indication of the im- 
portance of the stomach secretions in 
the process of digestion and nutrition. 
People without stomachs invariably de- 
velop pernicious anemia unless they are 
given doses of vitamin B-12. A stom-

F all digestive ailments, perhaps the best known and most

‘The ulcer sufferer’s stomach is too . secreting moi 
than is needed and contracting more o than necessary 
contractions make the stomach’s outlet valve open too frequently 
and squirt large amounts of acid at the duodenum. Since the duo- 
denum has no coating of protective mucus, this acid may eventual- 
ly eat away at the lining of the intestine to produce the ulce 

At various times people have blamed ulcers on decayed teeth, 
gies, acid blood, nutritional deficiencies, smoking, whisky 
head colds, excessive digestive acids, hormonal imbal; 
ue inflammation and heredity. Of these theories only thre 
have survived scrutiny, but even these three—heredity, hormones 
and gastric acidity—leave much to be desired. 

For instance, heredity does seem to play a role in susceptibility 
to ulcer. There is evidence to suggest that persons with type “O” 
blood get ulcers more often than do persons with other blood 
types. But nobody knows why or how. Similarly, disturbances of 
the hormone-secreting pituitary and adrenal glands are associated 
with ulcer, but the connection is neither clear nor consistent, As 
to hyperacidity—excessive digestive acid—it accompanies most 
cases of duodenal ulcer but, again, the relationship is obscure. You 
can have hyperacidity without an ulcer and you can recover from 
an ulcer and still have hyperacidity. 

So far, the one ulcer theory that has held up under scien! 
inquiry is the one that has the most important implications not 
only for ulcer victims but for everybody else. This is the doctrine 
that ulcers are usually associated with emotional stress. 

Drs. Wolf and Wolff studied one patient who had not only a 
duodenal ulcer but also, as a result of an accident, a gastric fistula 
—an abdominal hole through which the physicians could see 
| directly into his stomach. Whenever they reminded this man of 
the various frustrations and disappointments which had marked 
his career as chief engineer on a tugboat, his face would flush and 
| so would his stomach lining, which would churn and swell and 
emit acid by the cupful. His worst seizure was induced when one 
of the doctors asked, “Where in th ial hierarchy of mere 
marine officers does the chief engineer of a tugboat stand?” 


The elusive ulcer cure 


Tt worst thing about ulcers is that there seems to be no 
permanent cure. “Eventually ys one top specialist, “th 
patient may break through any and all medication. It happens in 
every known form of therapy. What’s more frustrating, we 
know that ulcer patients taking no drugs and following no diet 
are free of symptoms for years at a time.” To which Dr. Wolf adds, 
“Anything the patient believes in seems to work for a while.” 
‘There are two modern ways to treat ulcers. The more f 
is to compensate for the stomach’s overactivity by means of diet 
and acid-neutralizing “remedies of a soothing nature.”

ally, the so-called irritating foods have been proscribed HF bland 
foods recommended. 

But recently this traditional ulcer diet and all its mushy v: 
tions have suffered a number of setbacks. A conviction is naw 
growing that the key to successful treatment is not what you cat 
but how often you eat. One of the most impressive reports to this 
effect came in 1956 from a British research team headed by Dr, 
Richard Doll. Ulcer patients were selected at random and put 01 
diets which required frequent feeding so that the gastric juice 
would have something better to do than corrode the duodenum. 
One group of patients ate frequent servings of the customary 
bland food. The other group ate frequent servings of a normal 
diet, including fresh fruit, sardines, salad and other delicacies 
reputedly harmful to ulcer patients. The group on normal food 
actually recovered from its ulcers somewhat more rapidly than 
those on the old-fashioned bland diet. 

Pending discovery of an easy cure for ulcers, the British Medi- 
val Journal's 1943 dictum remains true: ".
